The  following  Essay , though  originally  written  with 
a view  to  publication , had  been  nearly  consigned  to  ob- 
livion, when  his  Excellency  the  Loid  Lieutenant  con- 
descended to  peruse  the  manuscript . It  was  honoured 
with  his  approbation ; and,  ever  anxious  to  promote 
whatever  might  supply  even  a single  hint  towards 
ameliorating  the  state  of  a city,  in  which  he  is 
looked  up  to  with  general  affection,  he  was  pleased 
to  express  a wish  to  see  it  in  print.

tables,  would  be  acceptable  to  the  Public . Few  ca 
pitals  abound  more  with  nuisances,  unfavourable  to 
health  and  comfort,  than  the  poorer  parts  of  Dub- 
lin. These  the  author  investigated,  during  the 
course  of  the  survey,  with  painful  attention ; and  he 
has  stated  a few  of  the  most  prominent,  with  a mi- 
nuteness, perhaps  disgusting,  and  for  which  the 
purity  of  his  intention  can  be  the  only  apology.  As 
to  literary  reputation,  the  very  nature  of  the  work 
precludes  every  idea  of  the  kind . All  the  merit  he 
claims,  and  to  this,  he  presumes , he  is  fully  entitled, 
is,  the  humble  merit  of  unwearied  toil,  and  patient 
investigation , in  the  search  for  truth ; to  which  he 
may  add,  an  anxious  wish  that  his  labours  may  be 
useful.

That  national  wealth  and  security  are 
the  result  of  a numerous,  industrious,  well- 
governed  population,  and  not  of  widely  ex- 


tended dominion,  is  a position,  I believe, 
universally  admitted.  To  create,  therefore, 
this  blessing  where  it  does  not  exist,  and  to 
improve  it  to  the  utmost  where  it  does, 
will,  naturally,  be  a favourite  object  with 
every  prince,  who  is  anxious  for  the  pros- 
perity of  the  people  intrusted  to  his  care. 
Towards  the  attainment  of  this  wise  and 
beneficent  end,  the  first  and  most  essential 
requisite  is  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the 
actual  state  of  the  population  of  his  domi- 
nions; a knowledge  which  can  be  acquired 
b only 
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Only  by  a faithful  and  intelligent  surveyy 
specifying  with  minute  precision  the  diffe- 
rent degrees  of  density  in  different  districts, 
and  pointing  out  the  causes  of  this  variation, 
whether  local,  accidental,  or  artificial.  With 
this  preliminary  information,  a wise  govern- 
ment may  do  much;  without  it,  the  best 
intended  efforts  will  be  ill-directed  and  in- 
effectual. And  yet,  in  the  acquisition  of 
a knowledge  so  really  useful,  how  little  has 
been  done  by  the  enlightened  nations  of 
Europe ! Several  ingenious  men  indeed  have, 
in  their  studies,  entered  into  curious  calcu- 
lations on  the  subject,  but  founded  on  such 
insufficient  facts,  on  such  bold  assumptions, 
and  uncertain  conjectures,  that  the  result  of 
their  labours,  inapplicable  to  any  practical 
purpose,  can  scarcely  gratify  a rational 
curiosity.  How  widely  different  from  each 
other  are  the  different  calculations  of  the 
population  of  England;*  varying  from  five 
to  nine  millions?  That  of  her  immense  ca- 
pital is  a matter  of  equal  uncertainty;  and 
of  our  own  metropolis,  the  population  has 

been 
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been  variously  stated,  from  128,570,  at  which 
number  it  was  estimated  by  Dr.  Rutty  in 
1753,  to  300,000,  which  seems  at  present 
the  popular  idea. 

Struck  with  this  strange  diversity  of 
opinion,  anxious  to  ascertain  the  truth,  and 
influenced,  perhaps,  by  a laudable  ambition 
of  being  the  first  to  offer  to  the  public, 
what  it  has  often  wished  for  in  vain,  ail 
ftecurafe  well  arranged  census  of  a consider- 
able capital,  I availed  myself  of  the  favour- 
able opportunity  offered  by  the  unhappy 
situation  of  this  city  at  the  commencement 
of  the  late  rebellion;  and,  with  the  sanction 
of  Government,  but  at  my  own  private  ex- 
pence and  toil,  began  a census  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  city  of  Dublin,  early  in 
the  month  of  May,  1798. 

When  I first  entered  on  the  business,  I 
conceived  that  I should  have  little  more  to 
do,  than  to  transcribe  carefully  the  list  of 
inhabitants  affixed  to  the  door  of  each 
house  by  order  of  the  Lord  Mayor.  4s  the 
families  of  the  middle  and  upper  classes 
always  contained  some  individual  who  was 
competent  to  the  task,  and  as  few  had 

any 
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any  motive  to  conceal  or  misrepresent,  I 
found  their  lists,  in  general,  extremely  cor- 
rect: but  among  the  lower  class,  which 
forms  the  great  mass  of  the  population  of 
this  city,  the  case  was  very  different.  The 
lists  on  the  doors  of  their  wretched  habi- 
tations, presented  generally  to  view  a con- 
fused chaos  of  names,  frequently  illegible, 
and  generally  short  of  the  actual  number, 
by  a third,  or  even  one-half.  This  I at 
first  imputed  to  design,  but  was  afterwards 
convinced  that  it  proceeded  from  ignorance 
and  incapacity.  In  order  effectually  to  obvi- 
ate this  difficulty,  my  assistants  and  I,  un- 
deterred by  the  dread  of  infectious  diseases, 
undismayed  by  degrees  of  filth,  stench,  and 
darkness  inconceivable,  by  those  who  have 
not  experienced  them,  explored,  in  the  burn- 
ing months  of  the  summer  of  1798,  every 
room  of  these  wretched  habitations,  from 
the  cellar  to  the  garret,  and  on  the  spot 
ascertained  their  population.  In  this  busi- 
ness I expected  opposition,  but  experienced 
none.  So  universal,  at  this  period,  was  the 
dread  of  being  suspected  of  disaffection, 
and  so  powerful  was  the  secretary’s  seal 

and 


and  signature,  that  every  person  'seemed 
anxious  to  assist;  and,  when  this  terror 
gradually  subsided,  a rumour  circulated  that 
I was  employed  by  Government  to  take  an 
account  of  the  poor  inhabitants,  prepara- 
tory to  the  adoption  of  some  system  for 
the  relief  of  their  necessities ; which  produced 
a similar  effect,  from  a far  more  pleasing  mo- 
tive. In  the  course  of  the  survey,  one  only 
of  our  number  received  a serious  insult.  In 
attempting  to  remonstrate  with  a butcher  of 
Ormond-market,  on  the  incorrectness  of  his 
list,  the  human  brute  flung  at  him  a quantity 
of  blood  and  offals. 

I was  at  first  much  embarrassed  by  the  in- 
experience of  my  assistants.  I employed  them, 
therefore,  in  taking  surveys  of  streets  which  I 
had  already  surveyed  myself,  until  I disco- 
vered that  they  had  attained  a sufficient  de- 
gree of  accuracy.  I never,  however,  relied 
on  their  returns  with  implicit  confidence,  but 
made  them  frequently  act  as  checks  on  each 
other.  Two  or  more  of  them  frequently  sur- 
veyed the  same  street  in  succession,  without 
any  communication  with  each  other,  and, 
if  any  material  variation  occurred,  I inves- 
tigated 
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tigated  it  myself  on  the  spot.  I was,  besides, 
constantly  engaged,  during  the  continuance 
of  the  survey,  in  taking  the  population  of  the 
poorest  and  most  thickly  inhabited  houses  of 
the  poorest  streets,  as  these  were  most  likely 
to  produce  confusion  and  error,  in  order  to 
serve  as  checks  on  their  returns.  Hence  it 
happens  that,  in  the  poorer  parts  of  the  city, 
there  are  few  streets  that  have  not  been  twice, 
and  some  even  three  times  surveyed. 

In  a country,  where  difference  of  religious 
opinions  has  been  the  source  of  so  much 
misery,  to  ascertain  the  number  belonging  to 
each  religious  sect  would  be  gratifying  to 
many,  and  particularly  at  a period  when  ani- 
mosities, that  were  supposed  to  be  nearly  ex- 
tinguished, have  been  unfortunately  revived. 
The  calculations,  or,  to  speak  more  properly, 
the  conjectures  on  this  subject,  are  so  various 
and  discordant,  that  I was  anxious  to  deter- 
mine the  point,  as  far  as  it  concerned  the  ca- 
pital. On  a nearer  view,  however,  I found  it 
a subject  of  extreme  delicacy:  the  temper  of 
the  times  seemed  to  discourage  enquiry,  and 
I was  obliged,  though  with  reluctance,  to  relin- 
quish the  idea.  On  this  subject,  however,  I 
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shall  take  the  liberty  to  intimate,  that  truth 
may  be  sufficiently  approximated  by  a little 
exertion  on  the  part  of  the  Protestant  clergy. 
In  tlieir  domiciliary  visits,  they  may  easily 
ascertain  the  number  of  their  respective  flocks, 
with  sufficient  accuracy,  while  engaged  in  the 
performance  of  an  essential  and  pleasing  part 
of  their  duty,  and  without  giving  alarm  to 
any  by  the  parade  of  a census.  There  may, 
at  first  view,  seem  to  be  some  difficulty  in 
discovering  the  habitations  of  poor  Protestant 
room-keepers ; but  the  parish  registers  of 
births  and  marriages,  which,  in  consequence 
of  the  repeated  injunctions  of  the  late  and 
present  Archbishops  of  Dublin,  are  now,  I 
believe,  kept  with  accuracy,  will  generally 
serve  as  guides  where  to  find  them;  and,  as 
each  poor  room-keeper  has  generally  some 
knowledge  of  those  of  his  own  communion 
in  his  neighbourhood,  the  clergyman,  who  is 
willing  to  exert  himself,  will  seldom  want  the 
necessary  information.  I should  not  have 
suggested  this  mode  with  so  much  confidence, 
had  not  experience  convinced  me  that  it  is 
practicable.  I have  myself,  by  the  means  pro- 
posed, obtained  a complete  list  of  the  Protes- 

* taut 
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tant  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Catha- 
rine, at  once  the  largest,  and  nearly  the  poorest 
in  this  city;  which  specifies  the  age,  sex,  and 
occupation  of  every  individual ; together  with 
their  state  of  education,  if  children ; and  such 
other  circumstances  as  may  be  singularly  use- 
ful to  a parish  minister,  in  the  execution  of 
an  indispensable,  but  too  much  neglected  duty. 
The  number  of  Protestants,  deducted  from  the 
gross  population  of  each  parish,  as  ascertained 
by  the  present  survey,  will  shew  the  number 
of  those  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  without  any 
material  error,  except,  perhaps,  in  St.  Catha- 
rine’s parish,  where  allowance  must  be  made 
for  a considerable  number  of  Quakers. 

The  materials,  thus  collected,  with  the  inces- 
sant toil  of  at  least  ten  hours  each  day,  during 
five  successive  months,  were  next  to  be  ar- 
ranged. The  plan  I have  adopted,  I trust,  is 
such,  that  the  work  may  be  considered  as  a cor- 
rect and  faithful  picture  of  the  actual  state  of 
Dublin  in  the  year  1798,  and  may,  at  any  fu- 
ture period,  be  compared  as  such  with  its  then 
existing  state,  in  order  to  discover,  at  a single 
glance,  the  changes,  whether  for  better  or 
worse,  which  have  taken  place  in  the  lapse  of 

time. 
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time.  For  this  purpose,  not  only  the  position 
of  every  house  is  given,  with  the  population, 
and  the  proprietors  name  and  occupation; 
but  its  elevation  or  number  of  stories ; whether 
it  is  modern  built  or  old;  and  whether,  with 
respect  to  its  state  of  repair,  it  is  good, 
mid-ling,  bad,  or  ruinous,  are  all  expressed  by 
appropriate  marks.  The  width  of  the  streets 
at  either  end  is  also  given,  with  its  com- 
mencement and  termination,  and  the  inter- 
sections of  other  streets,  lanes,  &c.  with  their 
breadth  where  they  enter  it.  If  the  conti- 
guity of  the  houses  be  interrupted  by  a dead 
wall,  waste  ground,  or  any  other  object,  its 
position  and  extent  in  yards  are  carefully 
marked.  Public  buildings  are  placed  in  their 
proper  situations.  The  position  of  the  dif- 
ferent sides  of  each  street,  with  respect  to  the 
points  of  the  compass,  with  the  parish  iu 
which  it  is  situate,  are  expressed ; and  if  the 
boundary  line  between  two  parishes  cross  it, 
the  houses  between  which  it  passes  are  accu- 
rately noted.  This  seeming  multiplicity  of 
objects,  with  a variety  of  others  unnecessary 
to  detail,  are,  I think,  minutely  delineated, 
without  the  slightest  confusion.  For  the  truth 

c of 
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of  this  statement  I must  refer  to  the  work  it- 
self, where  it  may  be  observed,  that  each  page 
is  divided  into  six  columns  by  strong  lines. 
The  first  of  these  columns  is  subdivided  into 
four  by  finer  lines  ; of  which  the  first  contains 
the  number  of  houses  in  regular  order;  the 
second  the  number  actually  on  the  door;  the 
' third  its  state  of  repair,  in  which  the  letters 
n,  g,  m,  b,  r,  express  new;  goad,  mulling, 
had,  ruinous ; and  the  fourth  column  gives 
the  elevation  expressed  in  stories  above  tire 
ground  floor.  The  second  column,  titled  Up- 
per and  middle  Classes , subdivided  into  three, 
gives  the  males,  females,  and  total  of  that 
description  in  each  house;  while  the  third 
column  gives  the  servants  of  ditto,  similarly 
divided.  The  fourth  column,  titled  Lower 
Class,  exhibits  the  great  mass  of  the  labouring 
poor,  working  manufacturers,  &c.  who  are 
not  in  the  service  of  others,  similarly  divided. 
The  fifth  column  gives  the  grand  total,  divided 
into  males  and  females;  and  the  last  column 
contains  the  name  and  occupation  of  the  pro- 
prietor, if  resident;  if  not,  the  letters  P.  T. 
intimate  that  he  has  it  set  in  poor  tenements. 
On  the  left-hand  margin  of  the  page,  the  ex-

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tent  of  each  side  of  the  street  is  marked,  with 
its  direction  with  respect  to  the.  cardinal  points ; 
and,  on  the  right-hand  margin,  the  parish  or 
parishes,  in  which  the  whole  or  different  parts 
of  it  are  situate. 

The  examination  of  a few  pages  of  the  work 
will,  I hope,  shew  that  its  claim  to  perspicuity 
is  not  unfounded.  But,  as  it  is  accessible  to 
few,  and  its  bulk  (two  folio  volumes)  renders 
its  publication  inexpedient,  I have.,  for  the  sa- 
tisfaction of  the  reader,  annexed  the  table, 
containing  York-street,  as  a sample  of  the 
method  I have  adopted.  Immediately  after 
the  name,  its  breadth  at  either  end  is  given, 
in  feet  and  inches.  In  the  first  horizontal 
space,  Aungier-street  is  written,  intimating 
that  it  commences  at,  and  is  numbered  from 
thence ; then  follow  the  houses,  in  regular  suc- 
cession, from  No.  1 to  No.  13,  where  their 
contiguity  is  interrupted  by  the  intersection  of 
French-street,  which  is  here  twenty-nine  feet 
wide.  The  series  of  houses  is  again  resumed, 
until  again  interrupted  by  Proud’s-lane,  only 
eighteen  feet  wide,  which  is  succeeded  by  a 
dead  wall  of  forty- three  yards  to  Lord  Roden’s 
house,  where  the  south  side  of  York-street, 


as 
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as  appears  by  the  left-hand  margin,  termi- 
nates in  Stephen  s-green.  From  the  Green  we 
return  along  the  north  side,  in  which  we  first 
meet  a dead  wall  of  eighty  yards  bounding 
the  Quakers  burial  ground,  and  from  thence 
a continuity  of  houses  to  Aungier-street,  in- 
terrupted only  by  the  intersection  of  Mercer- 
street,  thirty-one  feet  wide ; and,  by  directing 
the  eye  to  the  right-hand  margin,  we  find 
that  the  entire  street  is  in  St.  Peter’s  parish. 

Giving  the  breadth  of  the  streets,  and 
noting  their  waste  or  unbuilt  on  spaces, 
may,  perhaps,  seem  to  some  superfluous  : 
but  such  persons  will  please  to  recollect, 
that  these  are  points  which  plans  seldom 
ascertain.  In  some  of  our  latest  productions, 
the  narrowest  alleys  are  widened  into  re- 
spectable streets;  while  streets  that  have  but 
a few  straggling  houses,  or  that  exist  only 
in  idea,  are  represented  as  completely  occu- 
pied by  buildings,  I am  anxious,  besides, 
to  give  posterity  a work,  which  may  enable 
them  to  compare  the  same  street  with  itself 
at  yery  distant  periods,  in  order  to  discover  its 
improvement  or  decline ; and,  in  such  a point 
of  view,  these  are  most  essential  features. 

The 
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The  corner  or  angle  houses  are,  it  is  obvious, 
situate  in  two  streets;  and  hence  it  is  necessary 
to  specify  in  which  of  them  they  are  numbered. 

The  limits  of  several  of  the  parishes  are 
so  very  irregular,  that  streets  of  a very  mo- 
derate extent  frequently  pay  ministers  money 
to'  three  different  incumbents.  This  is  the 
case  with  the  Poddle,  (see  the  table).  The 
north  side  of  this  street  commences  we  find 
from  Francis-street,  in  which  the  corner 
house  is  numbered;  and  by  the  left-hand 
margin  we  see,  that  the  ten  first  houses  be- 
tween Francis-street  and  Patrick-street  be- 
long to  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  Without: 
the  11th  and  12th,  between  Patrick-street 
and  Upper  Kevin’s-street,  belong  to  the 
Deanery  of  St.  Patrick;  the  13th,  14th,  and 
15th,  on  thp  south  side,  to  St.  Nicholas 
Without;  and  the  remainder  of  the  south 
side  to  St.  Luke’s.  This  is  so  clearly  ex- 
pressed, that  any  person  of  common  under- 
standing, with  the  table  in  his  hand,  might 
instantly  find  the  limits  on  the  spot,  not  only 
by  the  numbers  of  the  houses,  but  where  these 
may  h^ppei).  to  be  erased  or  altered,  which 
frequently  happens,  by  their  relative  situation 
with  respect  to  the  intersecting  streets.

From  the  survey  of  the  squares,  streets, 
lanes,  alleys,  courts,  &c.  of  the  city  of 
Dublin,  thus  arranged  with  persevering  pa* 
tience,  the  tables  of  the  population  of  its 
parishes  were  formed.  In  these,  the  first  co- 
lumn expresses  the  streets  or  parts  of  streets 
that  compose  it*  the  second,  third,  fourth, 
and  fifth,  give  their  population  properly  ar- 
ranged* the  sixth  exhibits  the  number  of 
houses  in  each  street,  distinguished  into  in- 
habited and  waste;  the  seventh  shews  the 
average  population  to  an  inhabited  house, 
both  for  the  entire  parish,  and  its  principal 
streets;  and,  finally,  the  left-hand  margin 
serves  an  an  index  to  the  page,  where  the  par- 
ticular survey  of  each  street,  &c.  may  be  found. 

I have  annexed  these  parochial  tables, 
but  in  an  abridged  form;  the  population  be- 
ing divided  into  males  and  females  only, 
and  not  ranged  according  to  their  classes, 
as  in  the  original  work. 

From  the  addition  of  the  totals  of  these  paro- 
chial tables,  I formed  the  following  general  ta- 
ble of  the  population  of  Dublin,  in  which  I have 
retained  the  classification  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  hope  it  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  reader.

As  a salutary,  precaution  against  the  revival 
of  that  disaffection,  which  in  1798  pervaded 
the  poorer  parts  of  Dublin,  Government,  in 
1805,  ordered  that  the  city  and  its  imme- 
diate vicinity  should  be  divided  into  53 
wards  or  districts,  which,  from  motives  of 
oeconomy,  were  afterwards  reduced  to  the 
present  number  of  2 1 . These  were  entrusted 
to  the  inspection  of  Conservators,  who  were 
directed  to  make  accurate  lists  of  the  popula- 
tion of  their  respective  districts.  As  I have 
reason  to  believe  that  this  work  was  gene- 
rally

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rally  executed  with  care,  and  in  some  in- 
stances with  minute  precision,  I am  happy 
that  the  polite  attention  of  my  worthy  and 
ingenious  friend,  M.  Handcock,  Esq.  Deputy 
Muster-Master-General,  has  enabled  me  to 
lay  its  general  result ' before  the  public.  It 
is  arranged,  in  the  following  table,  in  such  a 
manner,  as  to  shew  the  population,  both  of 
the  former,  and  at  present  existing  districts. 
As  no  return  was  made  by  the  Conservators 
for  the  districts  of  Grange- Gorman,  Broad- 
stone,  and  Grand  Canal,  distinguished  in  the 
table  by  an  asterism*,  I have  supplied  the 
deficiency  from  my  survey.  To  the  district 
of  St.  Kevin’s,  No.  37,  I have  added  13 
houses,  and  $5  souls,  the  population  of  Old 
’Portobello,  omitted  by  the  Conservators  of 
that  district;  and  I shall  add  a comparative 
view  of  the  general  result  bf  the  two  surveys 
in  1798  and  1804.

Of  the  16,023  houses,  returned  by  me 
hi  1798,  14,821  were  inhabited,  and  1,202 
waste;  the  exact  position  of  every  one  of 
which  is  distinctly  marked  in  the  survey. 

If  to  the  16,401  houses,  which  I state  as- 
existing  in  1798,  we  add  401  houses,  which 
a'ppcar,  from  the  returns  in  1804,  to  have 
been  built,  in  the  intermediate  period,  in  the 
parishes  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  George  only, 
the  Conservators  must  have  omitted  1157 
houses  at  least,  which  were  probably  waste. 
In  consequence  of  this  increase  of  new  houses, 
it  was  reasonable,  that  the  return  of  the 
Conservators,  for  the  districts  on  the  north 
side  of  the  Liffey,  should  exceed  mine  by 
1 455 Touls.  ~A  greater  encrease  of  population 
might  indeed  have  been  expected.;  but  many 
of  these  401  houses  were  probably  unte- 
nanted in  1804,  as  they  appear  to  have 
added  only  2474  souls  to  the  parishes  of  St. 
Thomas  and  St.  George,  which  gives  an 
average  of  only  6. 1 to  an  house. 

Of  the  above  excess,  of  4182  inhabitants 
in  1798,  I found  3960  in  that  portion  of 
the  city  westward  of  Fishamble  street,  Wer^ 
burgh-street,  and  Bride-street;  and,  of  these, 

the 
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the  far  greater  part  in  the  districts  which 
were  the  center  of  rebellion.  But  whether 
this  excess  is  only  apparent,  and  owing  to 
inaccuracy  in  the  returns  of  the  Conservators 
of  these  districts,  or  was  occasioned  by  an 
influx  of  rebels  from  the  country  at  that 
period,  I do  not  presume  to  determine:  nor, 
indeed,  am  I possessed  of  data  sufficient  to 
enable  me  to  form  any  decided  opinion  on 
the  subject.  It  may  be  necessary  to  observe, 
that  a considerable  number  of  Protestants 
of  condition,  took  shelter  in  Dublin  just 
at  this  period:  their  names,  however,  ap- 
peared in  the  lists  under  the  head  of  visitors; 
and,  as  they  properly  formed  no  part  of  its 
population,  they  were  not  included  in  the 
survey. 

Ascertaining  the  population  of  Dublin  is 
but  a part  of  the  object  I wished  to  attain. 
The  accounts  of  the  most  enlightened  travel- 
lers, and,  indeed,  the  calculations  of  the  most 
intelligent  natives  themselves,  with  respect 
to  the  population  of  the  principal  cities,  not 
only  of  the  remote x parts  of  the  world,  but 
of  civilized  Europe  itself,  are  strangely  ex- 
travagant, contradictory,  and  uncertain. — 

This, 
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This,  in  many  instances,  originates  in  na- 
tional- vanity,  which  seems  perversely  to 
take  delight  in  one  of  the  most  seri- 
ous of  national  evils,  an  overgrown  capi- 
tal. It  oftener,  I apprehend,  arises  from 
our  having  no  certain  principle  on  which 
to  found  any  calculation  whatever ; in  which 
situation,  the  mind,  unwilling  to  acknow- 
ledge ignorance,  and  naturally  inclined  to 
exaggeration,  adopts  the  most  extravagant 
guesses  for  sober  calculation.  Struck  with 
this  strange  contradiction  in  writers  of  re- 
puted veracity,  I,  early  in  the  survey, 
formed  an  idea  of  managing  it  in  such  a 
manner,  as  would  enable  me  to  deduce  from 
it  some  data , some  fixed  principles  to  direct 
us,  in  forming  calculations  of  the  population 
of  cities,  from  such  materials  of  acknow- 
ledged merit  as  do  exist. 

We  have  geometric  plans,  and  some  good 
ones,  of  most  of  the  principal  cities  of  Eu- 
rope; and  yet,  from  the  want  of  the  data 
to  which  I allude,  it  has  not  occurred  to 
any  writer,  that  I know  of,  to  make  any 
use  of  them  in  computing  their  population. 
The  method  I have  adopted,  to  render  them 

subservient 


subservient  to  this  end,  is,  I believe,  ne\t. 

I do  not  offer  it,  however,  as  capable  of 
precision,  for  that  must  be  the  result  of 
actual  survey  alone;  but  I consider  it  as  a 
better  method  of  approximating  truth,  than 
most  of  those  usually  resorted  to ; and,  in  all 
cases,  a sufficient  check  on  that  extravagance 
in  calculation,  to  which  I have  alluded. 

The  density  of  population  varies  exceedingly 
in  different  quarters  of  the  same  city.  Our 
ancestors,  in  times  of  turbulence  and  con- 
fusion, more  anxious  for  security,  than  stu- 
dious of  convenience  and  elegance,  crouded 
their  habitations  together,  so  as  not  to  oc- 
cupy a space  too  large  for  the  purposes  of 
defence.  As  domestic  tranquillity  became 
better  secured,  they  gradually  extended  their 
quarters:  persons  of  wealth  and  condition 
abandoned  their  former  residence  to  the 
poorer  class  of  citizens,  built  more  airy 
houses  in  more  spacious  streets,  and  gra- 
dually refined  into  that  stile  of  elegance 
that  now  prevails.  Hence  it  happens  that, 
in  the  ancient  part  of  most  cities,  the  po- 
pulation is  dense,  in  proportion  both  to  the 
number  of  houses,  and  the  space  they  oc- 
cupy;  while,  in  the  more  modem  parts,  the 

train 
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train  of  servants,  ever  attendant  on  opulence 
and  luxury,  gives  a population,  great  indeed 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  houses,  but 
inconsiderable,  if  we  regard  the  area  they 
occupy  in  extensive  back-grounds  and  spa- 
cious streets. 

I therefore  concluded,  if  I could  accu- 
rately ascertain  the  number  of  souls  6n  an 
area  of  given  dimensions,  such  as  a square 
English  acre,  actually  occupied  by  buildings, 
both  in  the  ancient  and  modern  parts  of 
our  capital;  that  from  hence  would  result 
rules,  whereby  to  form  a probable  conjecture 
of  the  population  of  other  cities,  of  which 
■we  have  good  geometric  plans.  With  these 
ilatay  all  that  seems  necessary  is,  simply  to 
measure  on  its  plan  the  area  of  any  city 
actually  occupied  by  buildings;  carefully  dis- 
tinguishing what  portion  of  it  may  be  con- 
sidered as  ancient,  and  what  modern,  and 
allowing  to  each  that  number  of  souls  per 
acre,  which  was  actually  found  to  exist  on 
an  acre  of  the  ancient  or  modern  parts  of 
Dublin  in  1798. 

The  mensuration,  made  on  the  plan  for 
.this  purpose,  will  require,  it  is  obvious, 
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some  care  and  attention.  It  is  usual  to 
give  us  tile  extent  of  cities  by  their  length, 
breadth,  and  circumference;  but,  if  we  aim 
at  correctness,  this  method  is  perfectly  nu- 
gatory. By  circumference,  I believe,  we 
mean  usually  a line  touching  its  several 
advanced  points,  and  including  an  area,  vary- 
ing greatly  in  extent  as  it  approximates  to, 
or  recedes  from  a circle.  This  line  almost 
universally  includes  a considerable  space 
occupied  by  fields  and  gardens.  The  length 
and  breadth  taken,  as  usual,  between  its 
most  distant  points,  multiplied  into  each 
Other,  will  also  give  an  area  far  beyond  the 
truth,  unless  the  city  is  a square  or  rect- 
angle, which  scarce:  ever  happens.  I adopt- 
ed, therefore,  a method  much  more  correct; 
and,  as  I propose  it  to  the  imitation  of 
others,  I shall  take  the  liberty  of  explaining 
it  somewhat  at  large. 

I took  Roque’s  plan  of  Dublin,  on  a scale 
of  twenty  perches  Irish  to  an  inch,  for  my 
ground-work,  as  I found  it,  on  examina- 
tion, a few  errors  in  the  limits  of  the  pa- 
rishes excepted,  sufficiently  accurate.  Hav- 
ing corrected  these  errors,  and  added,  from 
actual  survey,  the  streets  that  have  been 

built 


built  since  the  period  of  its  publication,  I 
traced  round  its  contour  a number  of  right 
lines,  which  separated  the  surrounding  waste 
ground  from  the  space  actually  occupied 
by  buildings,  and  thus  reduced  the  entire 
city  into  one  great  irregular  polygon.  This 
polygon  I subdivided  into  several  smaller 
ones,  by  tracing  with  care  the  boundary 
lines  of  the  parishes,  and  also  lines  inclosing 
the  area  occupied  by  the  Liffey,  our  great 
squares,  the  College  Park,  the  Castle  and 
its  dependencies,  and  other  considerable 
spaces  not  built  on;  and,  if  any  parish 
comprehended  a portion  both  of  the  ancient 
and  modern  streets,  I carefully  mark  the 
line  of  separation.  The  plan  thus  prepared, 
I measured  the  area  both  of  the  entire 
polygon  and  its  parts,  and,  applying  to  each 
its  appropriate  population,  formed  the  fol- 
lowing table. 

On  some  future  Occasion,  I shall  apply 
this  table  in  computing  the  population  of 
the  principal  cities  of  Europe,  of  which  we 
have  good  plans,  and  conclude  this  essay 
with  some  cursory  remarks,  that  occurred 
during  the  course  of  the  survey.

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Among  the  few  advantages,  which  France 
has  derived  from  her  new  system,  is  a judi- 
cious departimental  division  of  her  territory, 
founded  on  the  united  considerations  of  ex- 
tent and  population.  While  such  a civil  ar- 
rangement is  favourable  to  the  easy  admi- 
nistration of  justice,  collection  of  revenue, 
&c. ; an  ecclesiastical  division,  on  similar 
principles,  equally  facilitates  the  means  of  a 
competent  subsistence  to  the  pastor,  and  of 
spiritual  comfort  to  his  flock.  Such  consi- 
derations, however,  seem  not  to  have  oc- 
curred in  forming  the  ecclesiastical  division 
of  this  kingdom ; in  which  we  have  country 
parishes,  varying  in  extent,  from  one  to 
thirty  miles;  and  even  in  our  metropolis, 
as  appears  from  a preceding  table;  parishes 
of  all  dimensions;  from  that  of  St.  Nicholas 
Within,  containing  about  five  acres,  and  1100 
souls,  to  that  of  St,  Catharine,  comprehending 
above  112  acres,  and  20,000  inhabitants; 
and  St.  Peter’s,  whose  population,  of  lb,0b3 
souls,  spreads  over  an  area,  including  its 
squares,  of  141  acres.  From  this  very  un- 
equal extent  of  parishes,  inconveniences  ob- 
viously 
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viously  arise.  The  incomes  of  some  pastors 
must  be  incompetent  to  decent  maintenance, 
while  those  of  others  will  exceed  it.  Ad- 
ministering consolation  to  the  sick  and  in- 
firm, and  domiciliary  visits,  to  awaken  the 
indolent,  and  rouse  the  profligate,  who  sel- 
dom enter  a church,  will,  in  the  larger 
parishes,  become  extremely  harassing;  and 
hence  these  indispensable  duties  will,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  number  and  distance  of 
their  objects,  be  frequently  neglected,  or 
imperfectly  performed.  These  inconveni- 
ences might  be  obviated,  by  a judicious 
partition  of  the  city.  Dublin,  exclusive  of 
its  two  cathedrals,  has  twenty  churches  in 
nineteen  parishes;  St.  Peters  having  two. 
It  covers  an  area,  including  its  squares  and 
other  waste  grounds,  of  about  1264  acres; 
the  twentieth  part  of  which,  viz.  63  acres, 
will,  of  course,  give  the  average  extent  of 
a parish.  And  hence  it  may  be  easily  com- 
puted, that,  if  such  a division  was  made 
with  tolerable  judglnent,  a pastor,  resident 
in  a central  situation,  would  not  have  a 
walk  of  more  than  three  hundred  yards  to 

visit 
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visit  his  most  distant  parishioner:  whereas,  at 
present,  some  curates  are  frequently  called  on 
to  attend  at  distances  truly  distressing;  St. 
Catharine’s  parish  being  nearly  an  English 
mile,  and  St.  Peter’s  considerably  more  than 
a mile  and  a quarter  in  extent.  It  may  be 
said,  that  the  income  of  an  incumbent  being 
generally  commensurate  with  the  extent  of 
his  parish,  he  possesses  the  means  of  pro- 
portioning the  salary  of  his  assistants  to 
the  extent  of  his  exertions;  but,  unfortu- 
nately, that  salary  is  fixed,  and,  even  in  the 
most  opulent  parishes,  at  so  moderate  a 
sum,  that  I may  safely  affirm,  that  no 
member  of  the  community  receives  a com- 
pensation more  inadequate  to  his  toils  and 
merits,  than  the  conscientious  curate  of  a 
large  Dublin  parish. 

The  parishes  of  this  city  do  not  vary 
more  in  extent,  than  in  their  degrees  of 
opulence;  and,  as  the  parishes  where  the 
poor  are  numerous,  are  precisely  those  which 
possess  the  most  scanty  means  of  relief,  while 
others  can  scarce  find  objects  to  employ 
their  beneficence,  it  is  obvious,  that  the 

g system, 
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system,  at  present  universally  adopted,  of 
each  parish  providing  for  its  own  poor  only, 
is  founded  in  absurdity  itself.  In  no  in- 
stance are  the  fatal  effects  of  this  unchristian 
principle  nlore  severely  felt,  than  in  our 
parochial  establishments,  for  educating  the 
children  of  poor  Protestants.  We  have  in 
this  city  (With  regret  I mention  it)  parishes 
the  most  opulent,  which,  from  4 their  total 
neglect,  or  languid  efforts,'  seem  unconscious 
that  poverty  and  ignorance  have  an  exist- 
ence. One  parish,  conscious  of  its  utter  in- 
ability to  form,  unaided,  any  establishment, 
seems  to  have  relinquished  Jhe  idea  in  de- 
spair; while,  in  three  others,  their  utmost 
exertions  are  scarcely  more  than  sufficient 
to  supply  a scanty  salary  to  the  master  of 
a day-school,  with  c loathing  for  a very 
limited  number  of  children.  These,  unpro- 
vided with  food  or  lodging,  must,  of  course, 
after  school  hours,  mingle  with  the  idle,  the 
profligate,  and  the  profane;  among  whom, 
unfortunately,  we  may  often  number  their 
own  parents.  The  utter  inability,  of  these 
neglected  portions  of  our  capital,  is  visible 


in 
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in  the  wretched  state  of  their  school-houses* 
These  are  situate  in  the  midst  of  an  ex- 
tremely compressed  population,  in  narrow 
streets  or  filthy  lanes,  without  any  back- 
yards, and  the  ground  floor,  of  course,  oc- 
cupied by  the  dirt-hole  and  necessary.  In 
seven  of  our  parochial  schools,  that  essen- 
tial article,  the  complete  separation  of  sexes, 
is  neglected,  and  not  less  than  eight  of

them  have  no  play-ground,  except  a church- 
yard, generally  not  exceeding  a few  yards 
in  extent,  and  environed  with  lofty  build- 

• i * 

ings,  that  interrupt  a free  circulation  of  the 
air,  which  alone  could  render  such  a situa- 
tion tolerable^  Is  this  appropriation  of  the 
mansions  of  the  dead  becoming  in  a civi- 
lized state?  Is  the  ground,  where  the  re- 
mains of  our  forefathers  should  repose  in 
holy  silence,  the  dust  over  which  their 
children  should  tread  with  sacred  awe,  well 
consigned  to  such  uses  in  a land  of  Chris- 
tians ? 

The  following  table,  which  is  the  result 
of  actual  observation  and  minute  enquiry, 
will  not,  I hope,  be  uninteresting  to  the 

public. 
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public.  Such  a simple  statement  of  facts, 
will  place  in  the  strongest  point  of  view 
the  necessity  of  removing  evils  of  such  se- 
rious magnitude;  and,  at  the  same  time, 
supply  much  of  that  preliminary  knowledge, 
essential  in  forming  any  plan  of  ameliora- 
tion.

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From  the  above  table  it  appears,  that,  in 
the  Protestant  parochial  schools  of  Dublin, 
141  boys,  and  188  girls,  are  educated, 
maintained,  clothed,  and  lodged:  that  95 
day  boys  receive  instruction  and  clothes ; 
and  14  boys  and  5 girls  instruction  only. 
It  also  appears,  that,  for  these  329  boarders, 
and  114  day  children,  there  are  no  less 
than  1 7 different  establishments ; and  that 
the  salaries  of  masters,  mistresses,  and  as- 
sistants, the  wages  and  maintenance  of  ser- 
vants, with  the  expenditure  in  coals, 
amount  to  the  sum  of  <£1057.  7s.  8 d. 

We  may  safely  affirm,  that,  by  a different 
arrangement,  nearly  one-half  of  the  above 
expence  might  be  saved,  the  number  of 
children  of  course  enlarged,  the  business  of 
education  at  least  as  well  executed,  the 
objects  of  public  humanity  better  selected, 
and,  what  is  of  still  greater  importance, 
the  intercourse  between  the  sexes  totally 
removed;  an  intercourse,  so  unfriendly  to 
female  purity  and  moral  decency,  that  I 
am  astonished  how  it  has  been  so  long 
permitted  to  exist. 


I would 
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I would  propose,  that,  in  the  place  of  17 
parochial,  four  general  schools  should  be 
established;  two  exclusively  for  males,  and 
two  for  females;  each  to  contain  120  chil- 
dren. That  these  should  be  built  in  the 
suburbs,  in  healthy  airy  situations,  with 
large  play-grounds:  that  to  each  should  be 
annexed  a small  infirmary,  with  a cold  bath : 
that  these  schools  should  be  supported,  in 
the  usual  manner,  by  charity  sermons,  and 
subscriptions  in  the  different  parishes;  and 
that  each  parish  should  be  entitled  to  send 
to  these  schools  a number  in  proportion  to 
its  poor  Protestant  population,  and  not  to 
the  extent  of  its  contribution.  Thus,  as  I 
conceive,  all  the  above  stated  inconve- 
niences would  be  at  once  removed;  the 
schools  would  be  capable  of  completely 
accommodating  480  instead  of  329  children, 
and  a considerable  sum  saved  towards  the 
maintenance  of  this  increased  number. 
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The  expence  of  these  establishments  I 
state  thus:

It  may  be  thought  by  some,  that  one 
assistant,  in  each  school,  is  not  sufficient  for 
120  children;  but  I can  assure  the  reader, 
that  the  master  of  the  free  Protestant 
school,  lately  founded  on  the  Coombc,  by 
the  governors  of  Erasmus  Smith’s  schools, 
at  present  manages,  with  great  ease,  150 
boys,  with  the  assistance  of  monitors  only. 

One 
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One  of  these,  who  are  selected  from  the 
best  instructed  and  most  orderly  boys,  is 
allowed  for  every  ten  or  twelve  children, 
and  receives  the  small  gratuity  of  40s.  from 
the  foundation,  which,  however,  in  a parochial 
school,  will  be  unnecessary,  I can  assert, 
with  great  satisfaction,  that  this  new  method, 
which  may  be  considered  as  forming  a kind 
of  seminary  for  future  school-masters,  pro- 
duces in  these  boys,  without  materially  re- 
tarding their  own  advancement,  an  emula- 
tion and  decency  of  manners  truly  pleasing. 
I have,  however,  in  the  above  estimate,  in- 
cluded an  assistant,  as  the  master  himself 
must  be  frequently  absent  as  providore  to 
the  school. 

It  is  a circumstance  lamented  by  many, 
that  no  system  of  industry  has  been  intro- 
duced at  any  of  our  parochial  schools;  and 
that  children  are,  of  course,  apprenticed  from 
them,  not  only  ignorant  of  any  species  of 
useful  exertion,  but  averse  to  it  from  habit. 
The  sedentary  occupations  of  knitting, 
spinning,  and  plain-work,  are  practised  at 
most  schools;  but  these,  however  useful,  are 
very  inadequate  as  the  means  of  future 
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subsistence.  A better  system  is  scarcely 
compatible  with  the  contracted  scale  and 
resources  of  a parochial  school,  but  might 
easily  become  an  essential  part  of  the  larger 
establishments  I recommend. 

The  principal  superintendence  of  these 
establishments  would,  of  course,  devolve  on 
die  parochial  clergy,  and  other  governors 
in  rotation,  who  would  thus  .find  the  busi- 
ness easy,  and  the  returns  of  duty  distant: 
at  the  same  time  the  attention  would  he 
unremitting,  an  essential  point  in  the  super- 
intendence of  a school;  emulation  would  be 
excited  among  the  governors;  and  indivi- 
dual zeal  and  energy,  in  some  degree,  per- 
vade and  invigorate  the  whole  institution. 
Whereas,  in  the  present  system,  should  the 
incumbent  be  deficient  in  energy,  his  visits 
will  be  careless  and  unfrequent;  too  much 
will  be  entrusted  to  the  master  or  mis- 
tress, and  his  school  must  infallibly  suffer. 

As  to  the  first  expence,  the  great  objec- 
tion to  such  a plan,  I can  only  say,  that  a 
liberal  government  may  do  much ; that,  at 
least,  two  of  the  existing  schools  might,  at 
a moderate  sum,  be  so  enlarged,  as  to 
n 
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answer  the  purpose;  and  that  the  rents,  at 
which  the  fifteen  other  schools  would  let, 
would  greatly  lighten  the  remaining  expence. 

In  the  ancient  parts  of  this  city,  the 
streets  are,  with  a few  exceptions,  generally 
narrow,  the  houses  .crowded  together,  and 
the  reres,  or  back-yards,  of  very  small  ex- 
tent. Of  these  streets,  a few  are  the  resi- 
dence of  the  upper  class  of  shop-keepers, 
and  others  engaged  in  trade;  but  a far 
greater  proportion  of  them,  with  their  nu- 
merous lanes  and  alleys,  are  occupied  by 
working  manufacturers,  by  petty  shop- 
keepers, the  labouring  poor,  and  beggars, 
crowded  together,  to  a degree  distressing  to 
humanity.  A single  apartment,  in  one  of 
these  truly  wretched  habitations,  rates  from 
one  to  two  shillings  per  week;  and,  to 
lighten  this  rent,  two,  three,  and  even  four 
families,  become  joint  tenants.  As  I was 
usually  out  at  very  early  hours  on  the  sur- 
vey, I have  frequently  surprized  from  ten 
to  sixteen  persons,  of  all  ages  and  sexes,  in 
a room,  not  fifteen  feet  square,  stretched 
(in  a wad  of  filthy  straw;  swarming  with 
vermin,  and  without  any  covering,  save  the 
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wretched  rags  that  constituted  their  wear- 
ing apparel.  Under  such  circumstances,  it 
is  not  extraordinary,  that  I should  have 
frequently  found  from  thirty  to  fifty  indi- 
viduals in  a house.  An  intelligent  clergy- 
man, of  the  church  of  Rome,  assured  me, 
that  No.  6*,  Braithwaite-street,  some  years 
since,  contained  one  hundred  and  eight 
souls.  These,  however,  in  1797,  were  re- 
duced to  97;  and,  at  the  period  of  this 
survey,  to  56.  From  a careful  survey, 
twice  taken  of  Plunk et-s tree t,  it  appeared, 
that  thirty-two  contiguous  houses  contained 
917  souls,  which  gives  an  average  of  28.7 
to  a house ; and  the  entire  Liberty  averages 
from  about  twelve  to  sixteen  persons  to 
each  house.  This  is  certainly  a dense 
population:  the  best  informed  inhabitants, 
however,  assert,  that  it  was  much  greater  a 
few  years  since,  and  to  this  opinion  I 
willingly  accede.  I do  not,  however,  affirm, 
that  the  houses,  at  present  in  existence,  com 
tained  more  inhabitants  at  any  former  pc* 
riod,  though  such  probably  was  the  fact; 
but  I am  confident,  that  a great  number 
of  houses,  that  once  teemed  with  popula- 
tion, 


tion,  are  no  longer  to  be  found.  These 
were  situate  in  narrow  back  courts  and 
lanes,  off  the  principal  streets,  and  their 
ichnography  is  distinctly  expressed  in 
Roque's  four-sheet  nrap  of  Dublin,  which 
I generally  found  minutely  exact.  With  this 
map  in  my  hand,  I searched  for  these 
courts:  some  had  totally  disappeared,  and 
their  entrances  had  been  built  up ; the 
greater  part,  however,  I found,  but  their 
houses  were  mostly  in  ruins,  or  converted 
into  warehouses  or  work-shops,  now  per- 
fectly useless;  and  the  few  that  remained 
were  in  a state  of  rapid  decline. 

This  crowded  population,  wherever  it  ob- 
tains, is  almost  universally  accompanied  by 
a very  serious  evil;  a degree  of  filth  and 
stench  inconceivable,  except  by  such  as 
have  visited  those  scenes  of  wretchedness. 
Into  the  back-yard  of  each  house,  fre- 
quently not  ten  feet  deep,  is  flung,  from 
the  windows  of  each  apartment,  the  ordure 
and  other  filth  of  its  numerous  inhabitants; 
from  whence  it  is  so  seldom  removed,  that 
I have  seen  it  nearly  on  a level  with  the 
windows  of  the  first  floor;  and  the  moisture 
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that,  after  heavy  rains,  ouzes  from  tills  heap, 
having  frequently  no  sewer  to  carry  it  off, 
runs  into  the  street,  by  the  entry  leading 
to  the  staircase.  One  instance,  out  of  a 
thousand  that  might  be  given,  will  be  suf- 
^Lj**ficient.  When  I attempted,  in  the  summer 
of  1798,  to  take  the  population  of  a ruinous 
house  in  Joseplfs-lane,  near  Castle-market, 
I was  interrupted  in  my  progress,  by  an  in- 
undation of  putrid  blood,  alive  with  mag- 
gots, which  had,  from  an  adjacent  slaughter- 
yard,  burst  the  back-door,  and  filled  the 
hall  to  the  depth  of  several  inches.  By  the 
help  of  a plank,  and  some  stepping-stones, 
which  I procured  for  that  purpose  (for  the 
inhabitants,  without  any  concern,  waded 
through  it),  I reached  the  staircase.  It 
had  rained  violently,  and,  from  the  shat- 
tered state  of  the  roof,  a torrent  of  water 
made  its  way  through  every  floor,  from 
the  garret  to  the  ground.  The  sallow  looks, 
and  filth  of  the  wretches,  who  crowded 
round  me,  indicated  their  situation,  though 
they  seemed  insensible  to  the  stench,  which 
I could  scarce  sustain  for  a few  minutes. 
In  the  garret,  I found  the  entire  family 

of

of  a poor  working  shoemaker,  seven  in 
number,  lying  in  a fever,  without  a human 
being  to  administer  to  their  wants.  On 
observing  that  his  apartment  had  not  a door, 
he  informed  me,  that  his  landlord,  finding 
him  not  able  to  pay  the  week’s  rent,  in 
consequence  of  his  sickness,  had,  the  pre- 
ceding Saturday,  taken  it  away,  in  order  to 
force  him  to  abandon  the  apartment.  I 
counted  in  this  stye  thirty-seven  persons ; 
and  computed,  that  its  humane  proprietor 
received  out  of  an  absolute  ruin,  which 
should  be  taken  down  by  the  magistrate  as  a 
public  nuisance,  a profit  rent  of  above  30/.  per 
annum,  which  he  exacted,  every  Saturday 
night,  with  unfeeling  severity.  I will  not 
disgust  the  reader  with  any  further  detail, 
and  only  observe,  that  I generally  found  poor 
room-keepers  of  this  description,  notwith- 
standing so  many  apparent  causes  of  wretch- 
edness, apparently  at  ease,  and  perfectly  as- 
similated to  their  habitations.  Filth  and 
stench  seemed  congenial  to  their  nature; 
they  never  made  the  smallest  effort  to  re  - 
move  them;  and,  if  they  could  answer  the 
calls  of  hunger,  they  felt,  or  seemed  to  feel, 
nothing  else  as  an  inconvenience. 
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. How  far  it  is  the  duty  of  the  magistrate  to 
interfere  in  the  removal  and  prevention  of 
such  dreadful  nuisances,  or  how  far  he  is 
enabled  to  do  so  by  the  existing  laws,  I 
shall  not  presume  to  determine.  I am  cer- 
tain, that  every  friend  to  decency  and  clean- 
liness, every  person  who  is  anxious  to  pro- 
mote the  comforts  of  the  poor,  will  join 
me  in  opinion,  that  a police,  that  attends 
to  our  streets  and  lanes  only,  and  that  but 
partially,  while  it  never  bestows  a thought 
on  the  back-yards  of  the  poor,  performs 
only  half  its  duty.  The  more  essential  part 
perhaps  is  neglected.  The  stench  of  filth, 
in  an  open  street,  may  be  dissipated  by  an 
unobstructed  current  of  air ; but  that  arising 
from  human  excrement,  in  narrow  yards, 
enclosed  by  lofty  buildings,  must  operate 
with  unchecked  malignity. 

In  the  course  of  the  survey,  I frequently 
remonstrated  with  the  inhabitants,  and  par- 
ticularly when  I found  them  unemployed 
and  idle,  on  their  not  attempting*  to  remove 
their  dirt;  but  their  universal  answer  was, 
“ It  is  not  my  business;  if  I remove  it,  who 
will  pay  me?”  The  landlord,  who,  in  reason, 

should 


should  attend  to  this  matter,  seldom  inter- 
fered. If  he  had  an  apartment  in  the  house, 
the  evil  was,  perhaps,  somewhat  less,  though 
frequently  he  was  the  greatest  brute  in  the 
stye.  I found,  however,  that  he  was  gene- 
rally some  money-grasping  wretch,  who  lived 
in  affluence,  in,  perhaps,  a distant  part  of 
the  city,  and  who  made  a trade  of  renting 
out  such  houses  to  the  poor,  with  whose 
concerns  he  never  interfered,  except  to  col- 
lect his  rents,  generally  weekly;  in  which, 
indeed,  he  betrayed  no  remissness  whatever. 
Now,  might  not  an  act  of  the  Legislature 
empower  the  magistrate,  if  he  have  not 
that  power  already,  to  make  the  landlord, 
who  has  generally  an  exorbitant  profit  rent 
from  these  miserable  habitations,  answerable, 
under  a sufficient  penalty,  not  only  for 
their  filth,  but  for  their  bad  state  of  re- 
pair? This  last  circumstance  is  necessary  to 
be  attended  to,  as  they  very  frequently  ad- 
mit every  shower  of  rain,  and  sometimes, 
from  their  ruinous  state,  threaten  destruc- 
tion to  the  passenger.  In  July  1793,  the 
entire  side  of  a house,  four  stories  high,  in 
School-house-lane,  fell  from  its  foundation 
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into  an  adjoining  yard,  where  it  destroyed 
an  entire  dairy  of  cows.  I ascended  the 
remaining,  ruin,  through  the  usual  approach 
of  shattered  stairs,  stench  and  filth.  The 
floors  had  all  sunk  on  the  side  now  un- 
supported, forming  so  many  inclined  planes; 
and  I observed,  with  astonishment,  that  the 
inhabitants,  above  thirty  in  number,  who 
had  escaped  destruction  by  the  circumstance 
of  the  wall  falling  outwards,  had  not  de- 
serted their  apartments.  I was  informed, 
that  it  had  remained  some  months  in  this 
situation,  and  that  the  humane  landlord 
claimed,  and  actually  received  for  it,  the 
usual  rent. 

T6  persons,  unacquainted  with  the  scenes 
I have  been  describing,  this  picture  will  seem 
overcharged;  but  I pledge  myself,  that,  if 
they  take  the  trouble  of  enquiry,  they  will 
find  it  faithfully  and  minutely  true.  I 
found,  I acknowledge,  many  exceptions. 
There  are  landlords,  who,  though  they  pay 
considerable  rents  for  these  tottering  man- 
sions themselves,  shew  humanity  to  their 
lodgers,  and  take  some  little  pains  to  ren- 
der them,  I cannot  say  more  cleanly,  but 
i somewhat 
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somewhat  less  filthy.  The  'number  of  these, 
however,  are,  I fear,  comparatively  feiv ; 
arid  not  one  of  them,  that  I know  of,  has 
reached  that  degree  of  cleanliness  essential 
to  health  and  comfort.  I found,  also,  among 
the  poor  lodgers,  many,  who,  having  seen 
better  days,  were  compelled  by  necessity  to 
hide  from  the  world,  in  these  receptacles  of 
wretchedness.  These  had  not  assimilated 
with  the 'scene;  their  apartments  bespoke  a 
recollection  of  former  decency,  which  even 
poverty  could  not  obliterate ; and,  from  the 
"bitterness  of  fKeir  complaints,  they  seemed 
unhappily  alive  to  a sense  of  their  situation. 

The  most  dense  population,  as  might  na- 
turally be  expected,  is  found  within  the 
walls  of  the  ancient  city,  comprehending 
the  parishes  of  St,  Werburgh,  St.  John,  St. 
Michael, ' St.  Nicholas  Within,  the  eastern 
part  of  St,  Audeon,  and  the  Deanery  of 
Christ- Churai.  This  space,  containing  an 
area  of  nearly  forty- five  acres  English,  had, 
in  1798,  1 5, 683  inhabitants,  in  1179  houses; 
which  give  an  average  of  349  souls  nearly 
to  an  acre,  and  13.3  to  a house.  There 
were,  at  that  period,  137  houses  ^/aste. — 
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The  density  of  population,  however,  varies 
within  this  space;  for  St.  Nicholas  Within 
.has  only  215.5  to  an  acre,  or  10.5  to  an 
house;  while  in  St.  Michael’s  it  amounts  to 
439  to  an  acre,  and  almost  16  to  a house. 
Such  a crowded  population  is  obviously  a 
nuisance. 

Sir  William  Petty  states  the  number  of 
houses  (I  suppose  inhabited  houses)  within 
the  walls,  in  1682,  at  1145;  only  thirty- 
four  less  than  I found  them  in  1798-  This 
space,  having  been  formerly  the  center  of 
commerce  and  wealth,  the  valuation  of  the 
houses  was  Conned  on  a scale  proportioned 
to  their  importance  at  that  period;  but 
though  that  importance  is,  with  a few  ex- 
ceptions, greatly  declined,  the  old  valuation 
remains : and  hence  the  minister’s  money, 

which  regulates  the  proportion  of  most  other 
taxes,  is  in  St.  John’s  13s.  3d.,  and  in  St. 
Michael’s,  14$.  11  \d.,  to  a house,  on  an  aver- 
age ; while,  in  the  comparatively  opulent 
parish  of  St.  Peter’s,  it  does  not  exceed  1 0$. 

The  existence  of  dairies,  in  the  interior  of 
the  city,  I have  considered  as  a serious  evil. 
When  cows,  instead  of  ranging  through 
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green  pastures,  and  breathing  a free  salu- 
brious air,  are  perpetually  confined  in  nar- 
row yards  and  filthy  stalls,  and  fed  on 
grains,  still-wash,  and  decayed  vegetables, 
the  refuse  of  the  root-market,  tlieir  milk 
^nd  butter  must  necessarily  be  of  a very  in- 
ferior^ and,  probably,  unwholesome  quality. 
Vast  quantities  of  dung,  thus  suffered  to 
accumulate  by  neglect,  continue  to  infect 
the  air;  and,  unless  they  burst  their  inclo- 
sures, and  flow  into  the  street,  which  some- 
times happens,  there  is,  I understand,  no 
existing  law,  that  enables  the  magistrate  to 
interfere,  however  great  the  nuisance. 

In  the  course  of  this  survey,  I have  often 
reflected  on  the  great  disproportion  between 
the  burial-grounds  of  this  capital,  and  its 
dense  population;  and  cannot  help  thinking, 
that  a wise  legislature  might  interfere,  with 
effect,  in  their  removal,  frorn  the  interior  of  the 
city,  to  the  neighbouring  country.  The  idea, 
that  we  are  kneeling  over  the  dust  of  what 
was  once  most  dear  to  us,  is  a fine  lesson 
to  human  vanity,  and  naturally  produces 
that  humility,  and  solemnity  of  soul,  with 
which  we  ought  to  address  the  Deity. — 
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Hence,  probably,  originated,  among  Chris- 
tians, the  custom  of  burying  in  churches, 
or  adjoining  cemeteries.  Such  impressions, 
however,  are  soon  obliterated  by  habit ; and, 
whatever  may  be  their  effect  in  awakening 
the  pious  affections,  it  is  insufficient  to 
sanction  a practice,  which,  from  local  cir- 
cumstances, may  be  not  only  inconvenient, 
but  dangerous.  St.  Mary’s  parish  contains 
16,654  souls,  and  its  church -yard  about 
32,000  square  feet:  hence  the  proportion 
for  each  inhabitant  is  not  two  square  feet; 
and  it  is  a fact,  which  I have  witnessed, 
that,  in  order  to  make  room  for  others,  bo- 
dies, in  tlrat  cemetery,  have  been  taken  up  in 
an  absolute  state  of  putrefaction,  to  the  great 
and  very  dangerous  annoyance  of  the  vicinity. 

In  some  other  cemeteries  the  evil  is  not  so 

; 

great;  but  in  that  of  St.  Anne’s,  it  is,  I am 
informed,  if  possible,  more  distressing.  In 
the  removal  of  this  nuisance,  opposition  may 
be  expected  from  prejudice  and  superstition; 
but  these  have  already  began  to  give  way, 
and  particularly  in  that  class  where  they 
usually  are  most  powerful.  The  Liberty 
poor,  from  the  difficulty  of  finding  rooni  in 
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their  parish  church-yards,  and  the  desire  of 
evading  the  payment  of  burial  fees,  have 
been  of  late  years,  almost  universally,  interred 
in  the  Hospital-fields,  and  other  country  ceme- 
teries. Even  the  imaginary  sanctity  of  the 
church-yard  of  St  James's  parish*  seems  to 
have  declined  in  the  estimation  of  the  lower 
class,  and  the  numbers  interred  there  are 
gradually  diminishing.  Thus,  necessity,  and, 
perhaps,  common  sense,  have  commenced  a 
reform  in  this  particular,  which  a wise  le- 
gislature, it  is  hoped,  may  be  able  to  com- 
plete. 

Why  brothels,  soap  manufactories,  slaugh- 
ter-houses, glass-houses,  lime-kilns,  distille- 
ries, &c.  are  suffered  to  exist  in  the  midst 
of  a crowded  population,  I shall  not  pre- 
sume to  enquire.  Their  deleterious  effects 
are  abundantly  known,  and,  I trust,  will  be 
remedied.  On  the  subject  of  dram-shops, 
however,  the  most  alarming  of  all  nui- 
sances, I will  take  the  liberty  of  stating 
one  simple,  but  authentic  fact  Thomas- 
street,  the  termination  of  the  great  southern 

and 

* The  Pope,  it  is  affirmed,  offers  up  praters,  on  St.  James’s 
day,  for  the  rest  of  the  souls  of  those  who  are  interred  in  this 
chtfroh-yard. 
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and  western  roads,  and  the  link  of  connec- 
tion between  the  disaffected  of  country  arid 
city,  contains  190  houses;  and  of  these,  in 
1798,  and  probably  at  this  day,  no  less 
than  fifty-two  were  licensed  to  vend  raw 
spirits;  a poison,  productive  of  vice,  riot, 
and  disease  ; hostile  to  all  habits  of  dfecehcy, 
honesty,  and  industry ; and,  in  short,  de- 
structive to  the  souls  ancl  bodies  of  oh r fel- 
low-creatures, These  houses,  open  at  all 
hours,  by  day  and  by  night,  are  scenes  of 
unceasing  profaneness  and  intemperance, 
which  even  the  sanctity  of  the  Sabbath  can- 
not suspend;  and  it  is  an  undoubted  fact, 
that,  on  that  (lay,  sacred  among  Christians 
to  piety  and  peace,  more  deeds  of  profane - 
ness,  immorality,  and  disorder,  are  perpe- 
trated in  this  vicinity,  than  in  the  other  six. 
Intemperance,  idleness,  and  irreftgion,  afford 
excellent  materials  for  the  designing  and  dis- 
affected to  work  on;  and,  accordingly,  here 
was  found  the  focus  of  rebellion.  That,  ip. 
northern  climates,  a moderate  quantity  of 
spirits  may  be  necessary  to  the  labouring 
poor,  to  counteract  the  effects  of  cold  and 
damp,  is  admitted:  but  the  abuse  of  it  has 

become 
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become  not  only  distressing  to  humanity,  but 
frightful  to  reflection;  and  every  good  man 
must,  with  an  aching  heart,  lament  that  ne- 
cessity, which  obliges  a Christian  government 
to  derive  a revenue  from  the  temporal  and 
eternal  misery  of  thousands  of  its  subjects. 

It  is  a circumstance,  perhaps,  not  gene- 
rally known,  that  not  one  house  of  ill-feme 
exists  in  the  Liberty.  This  circumstance  I 
wish  I could  attribute  to  its  superior  virtue, 
not  its  poverty.  But  where  intoxication  is 
almost  universal,  chastity  cannot  exist:  and 
I found,  on  enquiry,  that,  of  the  nocturnal 
street-walkers,  that  infest  the  more  opulent 
parts  of  the  city,  a very  large  proportion 
issues  from  the  Liberty. 

For  these  painful,  and  often  disgusting 
details,  I should,  perhaps,  apologize  to  the 
reader:  but  he  will  have  the  candour  to  re- 
flect, that  my  sole  and  anxious  object  is, 
to  have  evils  of  such  serious  magnitude  alle- 
viated, or,  if  possible,  removedj  that,  to  be 
removed,  they  must  be  first  known;  and 
that,  to  persons  of  elevated  rank  and  station, 
who  alone  possess  influence  sufficient  for  a 
work  so  truly  humane,  faithful  description 

is 
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is  the  only  means  by  which  they  can  learn 
the  existence  of  such  evils.  As  pastor  of 
a parish,  that  embraces  so  large  a portion  of, 
what  we  may  emphatically  call,  the  region 
of  filth  and  misery,  I am,  in  some  degree, 
entitled  to  the  melancholy  office  of  being 
the  historian  of  its  wretchedness;  and  feel 
it  my  duty  to  bring  forward  to  the  public 
eye,  the  lot  of  so  many  thousand  neglected, 
but  not  useless  beings,  with  the  chearing 
hope  of  its  being  ameliorated.  The  very 
liberal  part  which  Government  has  taken,  in 
establishing  a Fever  Hospital,  in  this  quarter 
of  the  city,  convinces  me,  that  this  hope  is 
not  vain;  and  I trust  that  this  admirable 
institution  is  only  a prelude  to  further  exer- 
tions of  humanity.  Such  efforts,  in  favour 
of  the  neglected  and  the  forgotten,  become 
the  followers  of  our  Divine  Master,  and  are 
every  way  worthy  of  a Nobleman,  who,  like 
the  great  and  good  Prince  he  represents, 
glories  in  being  a Christian. 

These  few  hints  will,  I hope,  awaken  en- 
quiry, and  not  be  deemed  impertinent  or 
ill-timed,  at  a moment,  when,  under  the 
immediate  auspices  of  our  Chief  Governor, 
k a Bill 
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a Bill  is  preparing,  for  the  better  regulation 
of  the  wretched  police  of  this  city;  and 
when  his  Excellency's  feelings  are  alive  to 
this  work  of  mercy,  that  embraces  at  once 
the  tranquillity,  cleanliness,  health,  and  com- 
fort, of  the  second  city  of  the  British  Em- 
pire. 

It  remains,  only,  that  I express  my  grater 
fill  sense  of  the  notice  with  which  - his  Ex- 
cellency has  honoured  this  work,  from  the 
moment  he  was  informed  of  its  existence. 
The  purity  of  the  motive  was  sufficient  to 
conciliate  his  attention*  Happy  shall  I be, 
shouljd  its  execution  merit  his  approbation, 
and  justify,  in  any  degree,  that  liberality, 
which  induced  him  to  make  it  the  property 
of  the  State.
